AN UNLISTED ITEM 
The new Congress has assembled at 


Washington, ’with a program which in- 
cludes an increase in taxation, revision of 
the banking law, creation of new credit 
agencies, and nobody knows how many 
other unwritten items taking shape in the 
minds of the members. It seems to be 
taken for granted that the session will be 
notable for the amount of major legisla- 
tion passed, and perhaps also for the nov- 
elty of some of the strange devices adopt- 
ed to meet the unusual situation. 

It may easily be that some of the un- 
listed items will take precedence over those 
known to be on the program. There is the 
remonetization of silver, for example, or 
the adoption of some currency that other 
countries have or can get. Unless some- 
thing is done along that line, the United 
States cannot recover its lost foreign 
trade, and unless that trade can be revived 
its “mass production” industrial plants 
will have to continue to stand idle. That is 
a more important matter than boosting 
taxation or shuffling the banking arrange- 
ments, 

THE PUBLIC HEARD FROM 

There is nothing surprising, but there 
is something very encouraging, in the fact 

1 » new national loan was _ heavily 
scribed in a week, despite rather 
I » and uncertain advance adver- 
tiring. That $200,000,000 was offered, al- 
most by the time knowledge of the loan 
had spread throughout the country, was a 
fine demonstration of national spirit as 
V as of sound popular financial sense. 

Having met the call so promptly, the 
peonle of the Dominion are bound to ex- 
perience a strengthening of confidence, in 
the country, in the future, and in them- 
selves. They have shown what they can 
do, or a small fraction of what they can 
do, to carry through the depression. They 
have shown the world that they have no 
doubt whatever that Canada will be able to 
pay its bills when these are due. And they 
have shown that they have the will, as 
well as the ability, to supply the money 
that may be found necessary to meet the 
costs of relief and the ordinary costs of 
government. 

Whatever difficulties the national Gov- 
ernment may have to face, it has tested 
the public spirit and found that this is not 
wanting. In whatever else we may be 
lacking, there is no lack of resolution on 
the part of the taxpayers to win through. 
That resolution will be all the stronger be- 
cause they have declared it in this practi- 
cal way, and have staked $200,000,000 to 
prove their temper. 


NEW YORK TAKES NOTICE 

New York reports that financiers are 
talking of giving “support” to the Cana- 
dian dollar, in one way or another, in order 
to make it worth something more than 
the 84.17 cents at which it has been rated 
there. 

Our neighbors are perhaps discovering 
that Canadians are less inclined to buy 
when and where their dollar only goes for 
84 cents than when and where it is accept- 
ed for 100 cents. Since they must continue 
to buy Canadian newsprint, and some 
other important raw and semi-manufac- 
tured products from Canada, the tendency 
is for the balance of trade to swing in our 
favor. 

Aside from the cost of paying debts 
south of the line with depreciated dollars, 
the present state of exchange is an ad- 
vantage to Canada. It tends to check for- 
eien buying, and thus to divert trade to 
Cyenadian industrial concerns which would 
otherwise go to the United States. 

That is a trend of things which New 
York cannot view with approval or uncon- 
cern, particularly as business in other di- 
rections abroad is far from good. If the 
financial and industrial leaders there 
think the loss of trade is more important 
than the exchange rake-off on collections 
from Canada, the Canadian dollar is due 
for a rise in Wall! Street. 

The moral for Canadians appears to be 
that in buying at home they accomplish 
the double purpose of keeping Canadians 
employed and of giving New York cause to 
set a new and higher value on our money.

Canadian growers have no cause to an- 
ticipate any corresponding loss. On the 
contrary, they may regard the barring of 
United States wheat as likely to enlarge 
their market in Britain more than the mill- 
ing regulations would tend to restrict it. 

here is no likelihood whatever that 
this or any other measure for the protec- 
tion of the British wheat-grower will be 
carried to the length of making bread 
dearer in that country. All political par- 
ties are agreed upon that, and no Govern- 
ment could live that raised the price of 
the loaf. Britain will continue to draw 
immense supplies of wheat from abroad, 
probably as large supplies as it has been 
drawing. 

The difference will be that British do- 
minions will be given a preference in sup- 
plying these requirements, probably along 
with foreign countries which give equally 
favorable treatment to British goods. To 
the extent to which Canada gives favor- 
able admission to British products it may 
count on maintaining and increasing its 
wheat sales to Britain, whatever happens 
to the wheat of countries which have bar- 
red British goods. That is something the 
Canadian wheat-grower would do well to 
keep in mind when tariffs are up for dis- 
cussion.

Development Of

The usual enthusiastic audience 
was in attendance at the fourth and 
final illustrated lecture in the art 
ceries given by Professor James Adam 
in the Y. W. C. A. on Tuesday eve- 
ning. Speaking on Canadian art, Pro- 
fessor Adam told of the first art ex- 
hibition in Canada in 1834, when 
there was not one native Canadian 
canvas shown, The painting was of 
a high character, but the artists had 
brought with them from the old world 
traditions in which they had been 
trained Paul Kane’s “Landscape,” 
Jacobi's “Making Camp,” and Paul 
Peel's “Venetian Bathers,’ were among 
these.

Speaking on the subject of “Fads 
and Facts about Food", Profecsor W. 
D. MeFarlane addressed the Philoso- 
phical Society at the University on 
Wednesday afternoon 

Diet and health are intimately re- 
| lated, and health, energy and resist- 
ance to disease are connected with nu- 
trition These important facts are 
recognized by commercial organiza- 
tions who exploit the discoveries of 
science in the advertising of their 
products. 

“There are many dictary quacks to- 
day whore unccrupulous methods are 
only matched by their ignorance of 
nutrition,” sald Mr, McFarlane, illus- 
trating in a humorous way, from the 
standardized kind of advice given in 
| regard to the dire resu'ts of combining 
certain foods. It has been solemnly 
declared that common table salt is 
| responsible for cancer, Bright's disease 
and grey hair! Or that cheese and 
butter will result in deafness. They 
appeal to the fear instinct of their fol- 
lowers 


NECESSITY IN THE DIET 

But in an adequate diet there are) 
| prerequisites required for the main- 
tenance of physical energy. There are 
necessary calories found in carbo- 
hidrate, protein and fat foods. Other 
constituents not required for the pro- 
| ducing of bodily energy are neces ary 


\to render proteins, fats and carbo- 
| hidrates possible, Vitamin foods are | 
| accessory. Other neccesary features | 


of the ordinary diet are of course, 
| roughage, geod cooking, unpalatable 
| foods to be made palatab’e. and un- 
| digestible foods to b> made dige tible. 

| ‘To show the importance of ce-tain 
/elements in the diet Mz. McFarlane 
| illustrated his lecture with lantern 
slides, from which could be seen the 
| results of ths lack of these constitu- 
ents in the diet. It ts especially im- 
portant that the diet of very young 
children should be perfect in qual- 
{tative character. Absence of certain 
elements causes ma‘formation of the 
bones in the limbs and head, rickets, 
eye disease, sometimes reculting in 
blindness, and other physical deform- 
ities. If theve same factors be lack:ng 
jin the diet of the adult one is bound 
to suffer from ill health, but there is 
ss danger than when the child is de- 
veloping. Egg yolk, milk and chees: 
as well as sunshine, are necessary for 
bone formation. Although in supple- 
menting this e’ement with ced liver oil 
there is sometimes a danger of giving 
too much, which causes a ha-dening 
of body ticsues. In larg? institutions 
childven are regularly treated to ul- 
j tra violet ray “sun baths” given in 
their laboratories. 

TOO MANY FADS | 
| Mr. McFarlane showed pictures of | 
children suffering from a disease of 
| the eycs caused by the leck of proper 
|dairy foods. In Denmark during the 
war this plague was so widespread 
j thas the government had to cut down 
|the percentage of these products ex- 
ported co that the children, who had | 
been given skim milk, would receive | 
proper nourishment. | 
| There are also inorganic elements 
jlacking in foods. Iron casbon and | 
| jodine are the most important of these. | 
Lack of iodine frequen ly causes glan- | 
dular trouble, which may be treated | 
}if the patient is not over seventeen, | 
| otherwise a surgical operation ts neces-

J. 8. Woodsworth Finds Abundant Evidence) 
of Class Swing to New Standards 

of Morality | 


In this second article on his observations of the Communist experiment, 
Mr. Woodsworth delves into the social background of New Russia, finding 
abundant evidence of the overwhelming swing tn all classes towards new 
Standards of morality, new motives, new ideals, This ts the concluding 
article in a series of two, written after a survey made during the summer 
months by one of Canada’s leading students of the social problem. 


By J. S. WOODSWORTH, M.P. 

N MOSCOW we visited an old textile factory now running 
in accordance with Soviet methods. The equipment is con- 
fessedly poor and the organization inefficient. Yet we 
should judge that the output would compare favorably with 
that of our own factories, The manager, who was dressed 
as an ordinary workman, is a graduate of a technical in- 
stitute with considerable practical experience. The manage- 
ment, at least in theory, is divided among three groups: 
(a) the managers and technicians, (b) the workers, and (c) 
the members of the communist party. This same arrange- 
ment holds in each department. Just what happens when 
there is a clash between these groups was not apparent. We 
came across one of the joint committees at work. The 
members of it seemed so intent on their deliberations that

home. We remembered, however, what t! 
Russian workers’ ho’ are really lik and 
ihe other hand, what advantages economic in 
dependence has brought to the women of Rus 
fia 

On a wall in a corner of the courtyard of 
this factory was a series of charts, wh'ch 
recorded the production of the varous depar 
ments of the factory. The degree of efficiency 
attained was indicated by the relative speed 
of tine various forms of locomotion, There were 
pictures of a snail, a crab, a foot traveller, a 
horse-drawn vehicle, a street car, an automo- 
bile, an express train, and an aeroplane Of 
these symbols the appropriate one was placed 
opposite each departmen All this rem'nded 
one of a kindergarten, yet the method seemed 
effective. After all, do we not rely on the same 
appeal in our sports, and in our awards of 
honors and titles? To increase the tempo of 
production seems the universal urge For the 
moment production is the immediate and ab- 
sorbing interest. The idea seems to be: produce 
quickly enough and the people will be satisfied 
produce quickly enough and foreign enemies 
can be repelled; produce quickly enough and 
the revolution will be saved 

The cultural side of life is not neglected. In- 
deed, with the shortage of houses so apparent 
we felt like protesting against the building of 
additional I'braries and rauseums and club- 
houses} The theatres are crowded, and the 
operas compare favorably with those of Paris 
and Vienna, Russian music and the ballet are 
unsurpassed. The older traditions are being 
well maintained, and the new schools furnish 
a continuous supply of professional actors, 
dancers, and music!ans. 

It, seems rather anomalous that some of the 
favorite opera should be based upon court life 
and make their appeal largely to the imagina- 
tion This may be a natural reaction from 
the coldly scientific and workaday philos-phy 
of the Bolsheviks. We were told, howover, that 
new forms of art are expected to develop which 
will be m consonant with the ideals of the 
proletariat, The wonderful thing is that ordin- 
ary factory workers have now the opportunity 
of attending performances and I'stening to 
music that in America js absolutely beyond the 
purse of any but the wealthy. 


Liquidation of Illiteracy 


In the opera house the czar's box now bears 
the decoration of the hammer and the sickle. 
Between acts, according to old custom, the 
playgoers promenade in the spacious brilliantly 
lighted lounges, Great mirrors and wonderful 
chandeliers and beautiful statuary still rema!n, 
but beside these is a bust of Lenin, with red 
streamers bearing slogans relating to the Five 
Year Plan. There are no elaborate gowns or 
Jewels. just ordinary’ comfortable attire. Some 
young people were evidently in their “Sunday 
best,” and the girls often paused before the 
mirrors to add some finishing touches to their 
appearance, There seemed less gaiety than 
with the usual theatre crowd at home, but all 
were intensely interested in the performances 
and certain stage favorites had to appear again 
and again to bow their acknowledgments. The 
opera over, instead of waiting for carriages, 
the crowd dispersed in proletarian fashion, on 
Toot. 

The Society for Cultural Relations kindly 
arranged an interview for us with one of the 
deputy ministers of the departments of edu- 
cation. He gave us a very clear and concise 
outline of the educational system of the 
Soviet Union, though I confess that his statis- 
ijos were almost incredible. ‘The primary schdol 
requires four years and the secondary schuol 
three, After this comes the technical scfiool, 
which requires three years. Then the student 
must work for three years. Following this 
comes the university, the courses of which ex- 
tend over three or four years. ‘There is also 
education for adults in the night schools or in 
day schools, the students being supported by 
the government

At the registry office are recorded, among 
other things, marriages and divorces 


millions. Before the revolution 17 per cent of 
the population were literate; now 75 per cent 
ot the population can read and write, and at 
the completion of the Five Year Plan practic- 
ally all will be able to read and write. This 
they call the “liquidation of illiteracy.” There 
are at present 130,000 primary schools in the 
Central (Moscow) Republic. The full seven- 
year course is becoming compulsory this year 
throughout the Union, except in the more re- 
mote districts. This will require 400000 new 
teachers, Seventy languages are used Nearly 
a third of the budget goes on education. Of 
coarse the shortage of trained teachers is a 
serious handicap in the carrying out of this 
ambitious program. 

We visited a number of schools of various 
kinds. There was little “discipline,” but the 
children were well-behaved and seemed kecn 
There was much more practical work than 
with us, and the practical work was designed 
to train the boys and girls for life In a fac- 
tory and in the soviet community. The method 
employed was called the laboratory method, 
and was used in geography or political instrue- 
tion as in chemistry or physics. First there 
would be for half an hour an opening talk 
by the teacher. Then the class was divided into 
groups or “brigades” of three to five. Each 
brigade worked on some problem for several 
hours, Text-books or apparatus and ass'stance 
from the teacher were available. Then fol- 
lowed a conference. There was no cramming. 
There were no examinations. Older children 
often helped the younger ones. Certain classes 
undertook to instruct illiterate soldier-recruits 
fresh from the country. On every side (here 
were posters and literature stalls. It seemed as 
if the whole nation was at school, Yet not even 
@ newspaper comes in from the outs de world. 
At least foreign newspapers are not available 
to the general public. 

The education of the schools is supple- 
mented by that carried on in the People’s 
Clubs. In Moscow one of the finest churches 
is being demolished to make way for a vast 
People’s Palace. In Leningrad we visited a 
House of Culture, one of four already com- 
pleted with four more under construction. The 
cost of each was two and a half million rubles, 
subscribed by the trade unions. The one we 
visited is used each day by twelve thousand 
people. The largest hall has a seating capacity 
2,500 people, and there are four smaller 
lis seating 500 each. These figures were 
given to us by the director 

We saw groups of young people studying 
a variety of subjects ranging from recent tech- 
nical advances in military equipment and tac- 
tics to an exhibit showing the plans of the 
campaign to eradicate prostitution, 

In dealing with education one should not 
omit the extensive use being made of the mov- 
ing pictures and the radio, A film and a play 
which we saw were both devoted to describing 
Soviet activities and driving home in a very 
effective way the Bolshevist point of view on 
social problems. As a matter of fact the whole 
cultural program on which such emphasis 1s 
placed, is an integral part of the w.despread

and intensive Bolshevist propaganda. Probably 
the world has never seen such complete dom- 
inance of education by the state. 


People’s Courts are Novel 


HERE are a great variety of welfare agen- 

cies and Institutions that differ materially 
from ours. One of our first visits was to a 
worker's rest-home in which workers who are 
tired and run-down may spend a short vaca- 
tion. This home was formerly the palatial resi- 
deice of a wealthy manufacturer. Beautiful 
furniture and tapestries and paintings remain 
just as in the old days, The large airy bede 
rooms are converted into dormitories, the liv- 
ing rooms into club-rooms, These work-worn 
men and women take thelr meals in the 
splendidly appointed dining-room, literally oc- 
cupying the seats of the mighty. 

Another class of institution is known as the 
night-home. The one we visited maintained 
for transport workers. Men or women threat- 
ened with tuberculosis may live here for a 
period of six weeks while they continue their 
regular work. The building, set well back in a 
quiet garden, affords every opportunity for 
quiet and restful nights, Baths, wholesome food, 
fresh air, medical services, all are part of the 
daily program, 

The Soviet dispensaries might be compared 
to the outdoor department of a hospital, but 
here there is no taint of charity. The services 
are, in effect, part of the workers’ ‘wages— 
something he enjoys as a right

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Serious crimes against the state are dealt 
with directly by the h'gher Soviet authori(ies, 
and, it is said, usually in a very summary and 
effective manner, The public trial of the en- 
gineers was quite the exception. Ordinary cases 
go to the people’s court. We visited several of 
these very novel institutions. The court-room 
is a small, ill-furnished hall. At one end, on a 
low platform, is a long table at which are 
seated the judge, h's two assistants, and a 
clerk. Benches occupy the rest of the room, 
Those immediately interested usually sit near 
the front, The judge, indifferently a man or a 
woman, is elected from the factory, holds office 
for a year, and may be re-elected, The assist- 
ants serve for a month and are then replaced 
by other workers. The court has jurisdiction 
over all kinds of cases, from what we would 
call police cases to murder, The maximum 
penalty is ten years. ‘There is an appeal to a 
higher court, which is constituted in much the 
same way. The Sovict laws are very general, 
and are in fact little more than guiding prin- 
ciples. No precedents are followed, Each case 
is dealt with on its merits and in view of all 
the circumsiances, and further, with an eye to 
the reform of the accused. No policeman was 
in evidence, although in serious cases & police- 
man brings the prisoner to court. A lawyer is 
sometimes retained by a trade union to give 
advice, but lawyers play no important part in 
the court proceedings. 

One case we heard was dealt with by « 
woman judge. A woman with two children had 
a drunken husband, When they were married 
she had taken him into her room, The mar- 


riage was unsatisfactory and she had obtained 
a dvoree, The husband, however, refused to 
leave the room. A wel!l-grown daughter ap- 
peared in support of her mother’s case, and 
neighbors told what they Knew of the rows that 
went on, The decision was that the man had 
to leave. We had an interview with the judge 
in the ante-room before the decision was an- 
nounced, She told us that the welfare of the 
children was the deciding factor in the case. 


This judge, a middle-aged woman, was & 
factory worker. She had acted as assistant to 
a judge, Then, be'ng interested in this class of 
work, she had taken a course at the university. 
After that she had been elected by her fellow- 
workers. If she were not re-elected she would 
return to the factory. Undoubtedly she was 
capable and she knew the lives of the people 
with whom she had to deal. Surely this is 
judgment by one's peers, 

The juvenile court might perhaps more 
properly be called a children’s aid. Here 
voluntary representatives met to deal with 
children’s cases. A boy who had been stealing 
was being located in a steady job. A four- 
teen-year-old girl who had been left an orphan 
was found work in a factory-school, Aftor con- 
siderable difficulty an arrangement was made 
for her sleeping accommodation—from our 
standpoint not a very satisfactory one. The 
social workers of this institution showed con- 
siderable interest in learning something of our 
methods in dealing with cases of this char- 
acter. 


Prison Governed by 
Prisoners 


A SCHOOL for delinquent boys proved decid- 
edly interesting. There were only a few 
members on the staff and yet excellent work 
was being done, Academic studies occupied only 
@ part of the day, the rest of the time being 
given to manual work organized along regular 
factory lines, The boys are paid for their work 
and the older ones are filling regular commer- 
cial orders. Some of the wood-work for aero- 
planes was distinctly of a high order, After a 
training in the school the boys go to work tn 
factories. On their free days, and when they 
are not busy with their club activities, they 
are free to go out in the streets, Curiously 
enough, when they went in groups there is 
little danger of their getting into trouble. The 
director seemed to be a rather slow-going fac- 
tory worker, but he knew boys. As we left, a 
former inmate called at the school. The warm 
greetings between this young fellow and the 
director left no doubt as to the good relation- 
ship that existed. 

A reforn school for girls was less well- 
managed than that of the boys. These gris 
were prostitutes, and most of them were suf- 
fering from venereal diseases. Many of them 
had come from the country. They had come to 
this school of their own free will, Others came 
to wok in the school factory. All, of course 
received medical attention and advice and were 
given work, Knitting machines had been intro- 
duced It was, in reality, a small factory 
‘The girls had mostly rather heavy, uninterest- 
ing faces, but they worked away steadily 
enough, The majority of them, we were told, 
would find work in factories on leaving schoo! 

Let me tell of one more institution—e prison 
accommodating six hundred men, Guards were 
stationed on the walls, but inside, men were 


The giant blast furnaces of the Djerkensky works near Dnieperstroi have just

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free and organized as a self-governing com- 
munity, There were a few officials and teach- 
ers, The majority of the guards were elected 
by the prisonets themselves. Discipline was 
maintained by a committee of the prisoners, 
who meted out punishments which, if not too 
severe, were endorsed by the authorities. The 
guide who showed us around part of the 
building was himself a prisoner. All this sounds 
like a fairy-tale, but the thing was actually 
working. 

The building was one inherited from the 
old regime. There were long blocks of cells, tier 
above tier, all converging on a central hal! in 
which formerly armed guards were stationed. 
The arrangement was much the same as that 
of our penitentiaries. Each cell now accommo- 
dates several men, for even here housing con- 
ditions are bad. Many of the men work in the 
textile factory into which one part of the 
prison has been converted, Some of the appar- 
ently least-promising speciments of humanity 
were patiently working away at their looms, 
evidently quite interested in their work. They 
were paid for their work, which was disposed 
of through the regular commercial channels. 
Friends of the prisoners are permitted to visit 
them and after a certain period the prisoners 
themselves are allowed to visit their homes At 
times when there ts press'ng need for men in 
the harvest they are permitted an extended 
leave of absence, The Soviet authorities evident- 
ly believe that work in a community has a 
certain inherent curative value, In this prison, 
one misses the military d'scipline of our peni- 
tentiaries, but there is a something here to 
which we have not yet attained 

The registry office in Russia must not be 
overlooked. Here, among other things, are re- 
corded the marriages and divorces. I say “re- 
corded” advisedly, for so far as the state is 
concerned, that is all there is to either marriage 
or divorce. In a dingy room at a small table 
sits a very second-rate young woman glerk. 
A man and a woman come in to record ‘their 
marriage, Unfortunately they thave not brought 
their papers, showlng where they work, 60 
the marriage cannot be registered today, Next 
comes a middle-aged woman seeking a divorce. 
Her husband is not required to appear. No 
cause need be assigned, The care of the chil- 
dren can be arranged by mutual agreement, 
and, if not, there can be an appeal to the 
people's court, But it is no court. It is merely 
a registration office. The divorce would be 
granted as a matter of course, but it is learned 
that the woman has been married to her pres- 
ent husband for less than a month, The regu- 
lations do not permit a divorce In so short a 
period, to the woman departs without her di- 
voree, Ii a few minutes a young couple ar- 
rive, They give particulars as to age, res'dence, 
and place of work. Then they sign the regis- 
ter and depart as duly registered husband and 
wife, It is rather interesting that attached to 
this office there is a lawyer who explains the 
regulations governing the custody and sup- 
port of children, also a woman physiclan who 
gives advice to young married couples on the 
subject of birth contro}. 

The revolution in Russia is not merely pol- 
itical. It is in reality the bullding of a new 
social order with a new standard of morality.
